The dispute also was central to 
Sunday's Croatian parliamentary 
- elections, which were expected to 
give President Fmnjo Tudjmon a new 
mandate to continue his tough line 
against the Serbs. 

Talks on returning a piece of Setb- 
' bccupi^ territory to Croatian control 
broke down Saturday, raising the' 
specter of new warfare that could 
!und^ine the peace plan for neigh- 
boring Bosnia. 

“Tluit’s why we’re strongly insist- 
ing that alt parties refrain from use of 
force," Peter Galbraith, U.S. ambas- 
'sador to Croatia, said Sunday. 

'' Tudjmon repeatedly has threatened 
:to send'in the onnyto tnke-baek the- 
temtory, known os eastern Slavonia, 
if negotiations fail. 

He already has used mUitoiy force 
twice this year to retake other ,Isnd 
thotjhdd'been held liy' rebel Se^s ;

“It's a difticult rood ahead, and we 
should not have unrealistically high 
expectations," Galbraith said. “We’re 
concerned that militaiy action could 
disrupt the peace efforts."- 
Bosnian Serb leaders expressed 
hopes for the- talks, but warned of 
new problems. Nikola Koljcvic, a 
senior Bosnian Serb oflicial who will 
take part in the talks, accused 
‘Tudjman of cutting electricity .sup- 
plies to (he Serb stronghold of Banja 
■ Luka in horthem Bosnia." 

Experts predict a big victory by 
Tudjman’s party in Sunday’s elec- 
tions. which he colled a year corly'to 
exploit the army’s recent success in 
driving Serbs from land they held in 
southern and western Bosnia. 

Tudjmon’s anti-Serb theme was 
going over strongly in many areas. 

“It IS known who we will vote, for.

' SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP)

belly towt^ the sun to start wanning 
up the shuttle tires Sunday in prepa- 
nuion for next weekend's landing.

(lying — with its tail pointed toward 
Earth — some parts of the shuttle are 
kept in frigid darkness for long peri- 
ods. - 

Fli^t directors wont to be sure the 
four main landing gear tires maintain 
proper pressure, so commander 
Kenneth Bowersox was ordered to 
aim Columbia’s underside toward 
die sun for eight hours. 

The tires are inflated with gaseous 
nitrogen. When the -wann'up period 
was over, nitrogen pressure had 
increased from 328 pounds per 
square inch to 334 psi. Ideal pressure 
b 330 psi for landing. 

Three more tire-warming periods 
are planned before the shuttle's 
teturn to Florida.

Critics of Gov. Phil BaU's nuclear 
waste deal with the federal govern- 
ment seem to think it was Ban's posi- 
tion to tell the feds how far Idaho 
could be pushed before it brought the 
hammcr_do_i^^ . .

Here’s a classic example of how social 
programs get judged these days. Three major 
groups have done independent studies of 
AmeriCorps: by the Government Accounting 
Office (twice); by o consortium of the IBM 
Foundation, the Dona Foundation and the 
Irvine Foundation; ond by Aguirre Interna- 
tional, on indeptmdent firm headed by Gerald 
Fold’s commissioner of education. All three 
reported positive findings. 

The GAO audit found that the program 


was close to itsgoalofS18,000ayctf pa 
volunteer, despite the first-ycor start-up , 
costs, which often top 50 peiirent of the bud-, 
get in private charities. The IBM. Dana and ' 
Irvine foundations reported that the return on 
eveiy dollar spent ranges from $1.60 to 
$2.60 in “direct measurable benefit.’’ 

But the program has also been “studied" 
by a right-wing advocacy group, the New , 
Citizenship Project, which - lo and behold - 
deduced that AmeriCorps members were re- 
ceiving $7 an hour. Thi^ wish. The group , 
oppairiitly failed to account for the $4.725 ' 
per person that goes straight to the educa- 
tional institution and not into the^pockets of 
AmeriCorps members. Conservative groups 
have also become concerned that volunteers 
have become “politicized." 

I suppose that AmeriCorps could adopt a 
regulation forbidding any “political" action 
by its volunteers, but you know, when ytm 
work full-time in a low-income community, 
the oddest thing starts to happen. You start 
having these thoughts that ore just, well, un-

For example, it occurs to you that the 
AmeriCorps program could be funded by 
closing one tax loophole, just this one little 
change in the tax code worth a little more 
than $400 million a year.

COEUR d’ALENE (AP) — 
Kootenai County Sheriffs 
Detectives are re-visiting the coun- 
ty’s oldest open murder case,,. 

But the book is finally' being 
closed for some who have i^ndercd 
the disappearance of Ron and Rita 
Marcussen for more than two 
decades. 

The Marcussens, a Ra.(hdrum 
couple in their first year , of mar- 
riage. vanished on Nov. 19, 1973. 
Rita’s skull, .clothes and a few bone 
fragments were found within a year. 

Former prosecutor Gary Homan 
tried George Stroiseb of Post Falls 
for Rita’s murder, back in 1976. 
Stroisch was acquitted. largely due 
to unanswered questions about 
Ron’s whereabouts. 

Those questions were answered 
Thursday when a skull found the 
previous day was identified as 
Ron’s. .

Wendell pursues 
bond issue for water

WENDELL - Local support 
convinced the City Council 
Thursday to pursue a bond i.ssuc 
for upgr^ing the water system. 

Bacterial contaminations, inad- 
equate water supply for fighting 
fires, low water pressure, and 
dead-end, undersize, and decrepit 
water lines were reasons cited for 
the needed upgrade. 

Water storage time in the sys- 
tem is too 'short for adequate 
chlorination to kill bacteria, City 
Engineer Scott Bybcc .said. 
Storage time is' short because of 
the small size of the water tanks. 

Bybee’s recommendation for a 
new 800.000-gaIlon water tank 
comes straight from the state fire 
marshal. Fire Chief Red Orr said 
that residents' fire insurance rates 
would increase unless the water 
system was improved. 

Bybcc presented the city with 
two proposals - a lesser one with- 
out a bond, and SI.4 million pro- 
posal with a $700,000 bond. TTic 
lower cost option deals mainly 
with water storage, whereas the 
larger option includes nearly 
$500,000 in water mains and fire 
hydrants. 

Faced with the options, Vi 
Benson told the council: ‘This 
(issue) afTccts everybody - our 
fire, our health. I really feel 
Wendell would go for a bond.”. 


Mayor Lynn Nelson said the 
lower cost proposal was just 
another band-aid. 

Wilma Donahue said: “I think _ 
qxnainly the people want to know ' 
what’s it going to cost them; 
where’s it going to be fixed." 

The.councirs decision to pur- 
sue the bond is in concert with a 
block grant application for 
$500,000 from the state 
Department of Commerce. The 
SK4 million proposal includes 
$200,000 in cash, labor and mate- 
rials from the city spread over 
tw^. years. The bond issue would 
raise taxes, but the city’s contri- 
bution would not require a tax 
increase. . - 

Bybcc .said those who review 
the grant application arc influ- ’ 
cnccd by community support for 
the project. 

In addition to writing letters to 
City Hall about the proposed 
bond, residents will have a 
chance to comment on the issue . 
at Uic next council meeting at 7 
p.m. Nov. 2. , 

. The preliminary grant applica- 
tion must be postmarked by 5 
p.m. Nov. 3. 

If the application passes the 
first round, the second applica- 
tion is due Feb. 2, J996. January 
was suggested as the month for a 
bond issue election, passage of ’ 
which Bybcc said would greatly 
increase the chance of receiving 
the grant.

Exercise and spirituality go hand in hand, and runr 
' liin'g con be a path towanl a religious experience. So 
say rescarohcis who have studied the connection. 

“A biological mechanism is at work," said William

Quickly inhaling medicine to relax

Yet asthma, caused by inflamma- 
tion of the airways of the lungs, never 
was rated a serious public health 
threat — not until the lost few years, 
when numbers reached such sitting 
levels they couldn’t be ignored. No 
one knows why tb6 numbers are 
increasing, though theories range froln 
pollution to better reporting of asthma 
ca^ 

But whatever the reason, fee num- 
bers are rising 

Asthma cases have/ increased 
about 60 percent in the lAst 10 years. 
Statewide. 400,000 peo^ — about 
4 percent — now have the^iidition. 

In urban areas; asthma is almost 
epidemic. In Detroit, nearly 100,000 
residents — one in 10 people — ore 
affected. African Americans with 
asthma are three times more likely 
to die of it than whiles and are twice 
as likdy to require hospitalization. 

Annual death rates have reached 
nearly 5,000 — a 66 percent 
increase in 10 years. Some deaths, 
like fee asthma-related death in July 
of teen supermodel Krissy Taylor, 
have attracted nationol attention and 
raised questions about whether doc- 
tors recognize and properly treat fee 
disease. 

Taylor’s doctor hod not diagnosed 
her with asthma, though the 17-ycor- 
old Floridian had been treating her 
breathing problems with an over- 
the-counter inhaler. Her death was 
attributed to an irregular heartbeat 
triggered by asthma. 

Experts say Taylor’s cose typifies 
the problems with asthma: Doctors 


don’t adeguaiely diagnose it, and 
patients try to treat themselves with 
nonprescription remedies that may 
help during on attack but do not treat 
underlying asthma causes. 

Others don't do enough to avoid 
substances that trigger asthma 
attacks. 

The big culprits are the same 
things that cause allergies: Dust, 
mold, pet hair and cockroaches. 

“Allergies and asthma are not the 
same,” says Or. John Andersoa,'hcad 
of the allergy and immunology divi- 
sion at Detroit's Ford Hospital. Yet 
they often coincide. Four of five chil- 
dren with asthma have allergy prob- 
lems; half of adult asthmatics arc 
allergic to a range of items. Anderson 
says.

Adams said the cost of communication has 
also isolated people who live in assisled-living 
quarters ruound (he valley. Mtmy elderly peo- 
ple. she said, simply do not contact friends or 


family members b^usc their limited funds 
won’t cover high phone bills. 

A Twin Falls p^olrician wrote that a Medi- 
caid patient brought her two children to the 
MVRMC emergency room for trcalmcat of 
minor illnesses. The mother’s phone had a 
long-distance block, so she couldn’t call the 
pediatrician belbre heading to the hospital. Dr. 
Jack Trottersnid. 

“I could hove seen them in my office if she 
had called me prior to going to the hospital, 
and thb would have cost the state of Idaho o lot 
less money”- about $75 to $W). Troher said. 

“It’s plain old stupid for (US West) to be 
making so much mon^ on a monopoly when 
there’s p^Ie who won’t even call thdr doctor 
because it’s long distance,” Helper said. 

Too big? 

But Mogic Valle’s request for vdicywidc 
local calling may be too ^-reiiching, accord- 
ing to 0 stotement ftom the PUC to petition or- 
ganizers. 

‘Toll-free calling across an entire region 
may sound good, but is free calling be-, 
tween every community really needed?" 
the statement said. “It will cost more for 
every route, therefore consider your re- 
quested routes carefully and choose only 


those that you ore certain are justified." 

Anderson said he secs little reason for local 
calling between, for instance, Eden and Buhl, 
Eden and Bliss, or Sho^one and Murtaugh. 
Those communities don't share schools, 
churches or retail centers, he said 
Magic Valley customers should also “indi- 
cate their willingness to bear higher local rotes” 
in order to receive wider local ^ling. the PUC 
statement said 

Berry said US West uses long-distance rev- 
enues to subsidize local telephone service. 

But currently, Idaho’s rural callers don’t 
have low enough monihly base fees to offset 
average toll bills up to $17 higher rhnn tlrase 
generated in the state’s major metropolitan 
area.

The owner of the gun shop was 
arrested Sept. 27 after on investiga-

checks.

Columbia warms tires 
as landmg prqjaiadon 

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) 
— Astronauts pointed Columbia's 
belly toward the sun to start wanning 
up the shuttle tires Sunday in prepa- 
ration for next weekend's landing 
Because of the way Columbia is 
flying — with its tail pointed toward 
-Earth — some parts of the shuttle are 
kept in fngid darkness for long peri- 
ods. 

Fli^t directors want to be sure the 
four main landing gear tires maintnin 
proper pressure, so commander, 
Kenneth Bowersox was ordered to 
aim Columbia's underside towa^ 
the sun for eight hours. 

The tires arc inflated with gaseous 
nitrogen. When the warm-up period 
Was over, nitrogen pressure had 
increased from 328 pounds per 
square inch to 334 psi. Ideal pressure 
is 330 psi for landing. 

Three more tire-warming Wriods 
are planned before tnfe^hLttle’s 
return to Florida. 

Columbia is flying with its^l to 
the Earth to minimize any necessary 
jet Tilings. That could disrupt sensi*. 
live experiments, such as testing a 
boxlike device to detect motion and 
keep science instruments stable.

WENDELL - Local support 
convinced the City Council 
Thursday' to pursue a bond is.sue 
for upgradingthc water system. 

Bacterial contaminations, inad- 
equate water supply for fighting 
fires, low water pressure, and 
dead-end, undersize,' and decrepit 
water lines were reasons cited for 
the needed upgrade. 

Water storage time in the sys- 
tem is too short for adequate 
chlorination to kill bacteria. City 
Engineer Scott Bybcc said. 
Storage time is short because of 
. thesmallsizeofthcwntertanks. 

Bybee’s recommendation for a 
new 800.000-gaIlon water tank 
comes straight from the state fire 
irtorshal. Fire Chief Red Orr said 
that residents’ fire insurance rates 
would increase unless the water 
.system was improved. 

Bybcc presented the city with 
two proposals - a lesser one with- 
out a bond, and $1.4 million pro- 
posal with a $700,000 bond. The 
lower cost option deals mainly 
with water storage, whereas the 
larger option includes nearly 
$500,000 in water mains and fire 
hydrants. 

Faced with the options. Vi 
Benson told the council: ’’This 
(issue) afTccts everybody - our 
fire, our health.. I really feel 
Wendell would go for a bond.” 


Mayor Lynn Nelson said the 
lower cost proposal was just 
another band-aid. 

Wilma Donahue said; “I think 
mainly the people want to know 
what’s it going to cost them; 
where’s it going to be fixed." 

The council’s decision to pur- 
sue the bond is in concert with a 
block grant application for 
$500,000 from the state 
Department of Commerce. The. 
$1.4 million proposal includes 
. $200,000 in cash, labor and mate- 
rials from the city spread over 
two years. The bond issue would 
raise taxes, but the city’s contri- 
bution would not require a tax 
increase. 

Bybcc said those who review 
the grant application are influ- 
enced by community support for 
the project. 

In addition to writing lelters to 
City Hall about the proposed 
bond, residents will have a 
chance to comment on the issue 
at the next council meeting at 7 
p.m. Nov, 2. 

The preliminary grant applica- 
tion must be postmarked by 5 
p.m. Nov. 3. 

If the application pa.sses the 
first round, the second applica- 
tion is due Feb. 2, 1996. January 
was suggested as (he month for a 
bond issue election', passage of 
which Bybcc said would greatly 
increase the chance of receiving 
the grant.

TWIN FALLS — If you’re old enough to 
remember John Kennedy, chances are (hat 
one word ^ops into your brain when the 
phrase “getting in shape" is uttered. 

Running.

Or. Kenneth Cooper and reformed couch 

K ioto James Fix, Jogging hos traditionally 
m the acid test of mind over cellulite — 
the narrow and rocky path to size 6 dresses 
and 32-inch jeans. 

But then came Jane Fonda and middle age. 
^w«f-lmpoct types of aerobic exercise 
edipsed-TanBiag by 1980, and while the 
number of runners has remained dbbut the 
same, the number of walkers has quadrupled 
since the mid-80s. 

It seems that while killer abs and sub-130 
choles^l counts have, considerable appeal, 
for m»y people, they're not worth a single 
case of shin flints. 

- “Concern about iiyuries has gotten a lot 
people over 40 to go mto other types of exer- 
cise,” said Dr. Jtunes Retmier, a Twiti'Falls 
orthopedic surgeon. 

Retmier, who's 45, isn’t one of them; He 
srarted running three years ogo and is still go-

“It’s an activity thot you can do onywhcrc,” 
he said. "And if you don’t feel like jogging, 
you cah walk, or alternate the two, and still 
get the benefit.” 

' “It’s a self-regulating activity,” Miciak 
said. “If you 're not fit, you’re not going to be 
able to ran very for, but if you k^ at it.— 
walking and working your way up to running 
farther— you’ll become more fit” 

Still, there arc some potemiol pitfalls for 
the ovcr-40 nmnen 

' Iqjuriea: The three great scourges of run- 
ners arc stress fractures, shin splints (chronic 
pain in the tibia) and tendinitis (inflammation, 
of the tendons of the legs and feet). But all 
three ore easily preventable, by stretching be- 
fore running ond by weoring by the right 
shoes, doctors say. 


Joggers over 40 are not necessorily any 
mote vulnerable to these problems tlum otlter 
runners, but it imy take them longer to recu- 
perate. the doctors say. 

And they’re prone to push themselves too 
honl and to try to resume tunning too soon 
after they get hurt. 

“For most overuse injuries, the best reme- 
dy is rest and onti-inflommotory drugS}’’ Rei- 
mier said. 

Swartling soys he sees a fair number of 
knee injuries related to running, but adds that 
may hove iriore to do with the faevthot he 
treats more runners than most doctors do. 
Joggers shouldn’t worry overmuch about 
: ; knee problems unless’ they have pre-existing 
knee injuries, Rmipr advises. 

Both men ore stickera for proper footwear. 

“You just eon’t emphasize it too much," 
Retmier said. 

The critical features of a good running shoe 
ore firm orch support, o si^y, broad-based 
heel construction, and n toe durable and 
roomy enough to absorb shock. 

Fit, they say, is critical; so is the pried mg.' 

“A goM tunning shoe is expensive.” Ret- 
mier said. “And if you’re smart, you won’t 
wear it until it wears out. One-hundred fifty 
miles is about the limit:”

.:"You need a whole inventory of tbin^ to 
help you feel rejuvenated and restored,” said . 
Carolyn Oialeww, a clinical psychologisc at 
fte Adler School’of Professional Psychology 


in Chicago .who also has a private practice 
based in Palatine. “You can’t rely on only a 
small handfbl of activities.'’ 

In today's world of round-the-clock news, 
weather, sports, rock music, home shopping 
and fost-food hamburgers, it’s only fair we 
offer up a soothing complement of activities 
to provide' quality rest and relaxation in your 
hectic life. ' 

Let’s start with a wakcup call. Consider 
'getting om of bed 10 to 15^ minutes earlier, 
even five minutes. Gralewsld 'promises a pay- 
off: “We rush off oil day. It suits with slam- 
ming down the olorm clock, gulping some 
coffee and running out the door. When you 
start the day at a slower pace, you have set a 
more relaxed pattern for the entire day. It re- 
ally works.” 

' Another tip for early morning: Research 


shows we can increase our alertness for the 
entire doy by exposing ourselves to bright 
Sunlight (or comparable indoor light) within 
the first 15 minutes of awakening. A quick 
walk around the block or outdoor household 
chore will suffice. 

When showering, try to focus on the water 
hitting your body rather than fretting obout 
the day ahead. Tliis simple act is a tbrm of 
meditation and allows you to stay in the pre- 
sent moment, whieh leaves you deling more 
in control and less anxious, said Joii Kabdt:', 
Zinn, director of the Stress Reduction and 
Rdoxation Program ot the University of Mas- 
sachusetts Medical Center in Worcester. 

Eat some protein for breakfast. Nutrition- 
-ists say a bit of cream cheese or peanut butter 
on your bogel, skim milk in your cereal or

boost in alertness while too many carbohy- 
drates can leave you sleepy. Studies back 
them up. 

At the risk of sounding like a spokesman 
for Day-Timers or Franklin Quest, Dn Robert

stitute for Stress Medicine in Jackson Hole,

Also fixim Longevity comes a report that if you’re 
one of the 25.000 Americans awaiting a matching 
donor organ for a kidney transplant, your spouse 
may be your best bet. A study ot UCLA School of 
M^icinc found, surprisingly, that kidney transplants 
that used a spouse’s unmatched kidney rather than a 
close blood relative's were just os successful.

"Ihere aren’t nutny runners over 40 
who are going to do a six-minute mile 
anyway," Miciak said. 

And remember that mote isn't neces- 
sary better. Coopo-’s rule is that if you're 
running more than 25 miles a week, 
you’re running for something other than 
ftme<a- Retmier figures 9 to 12 miles a 
week ts enough for most people. 

Three or four days a w^ is prob- 
ably plenty," he said. 

■ Wear and teaor: An estimated 
three-fourths of runners do the bulk of 
their naming on concrete or asphalt or 
some combination of the two. That’s 


too bad, Retmier says. 

“Gross is the best siuface because 
it’s sofo" he said. “Grass, or dirt and 
' cind^ or some kind of Qmthetic sur- 
face like the one at the (Twin Falls) 
high school track. Avoid asphalt, if 
you can, and concrete.” 

Hard surfaces dramatically increase 
the shock on feet and legs, the doctors 
say. Shin splints and stress fractures 
ore the most common result, although 
bard surfaces can also aggravate other 
physical problems that become more 
common in middle age. 

“The (proper) mechanics of running 
arc important, but unless you have ac- 
cess to a track coach, ih^'re hard to 
learn." Retmier said. “The best advice 
is to avoid hard surfaces, pace your- 
self and make sure you’ve got the 
ri^t'shocs." 

• The weather: Older folks are

more suspectible to bat exhaustion, 
and even middle-aged runners in good 
shape aren’t immune. . 

“1 wouldn’t advise tunning in hot 
wather,” Miciak said. "And whenev- 
er you run, it’s important to make sure 
you have enough fluids." 

Heat puts more stress on the cardio- 
vascular system, malting it more vul- 
nerable to underlying problems, tbe 
doctors say.

that also can exacerbate an attack. 

Yet osthma, caused by inflamma- 
tion of the airways of the lungs, never 
was rated n serious public health 
threat — not until the last few years,* 
when numbers reached such startling 
levels they couldn’t be ignored. No 
one knows why the numbers ore 
increasing, though theories nmge from 
pollution to better reporting of asAma 
coses. 

But whatever the reason, the num- 
bers ore rising: 

' Asthma eases have increased 
about 60 percent in the lost 10 years. 
Statewide, 400,000 people — about 
4 perceni — now have the condition. 

In urban areas, asthma is almost 
epidemic. In Detroit, nearly 100,000 
residents — one in 10 people — arc 
affected. African Americans with 
asthma are three times more likely 
to die of it than whites and are twice 
os likely to require hospitalization. 

Annual death rotes have readhed 
nearly 5,000 — a 66 percent 
increase in 10 years. Some deaths, 
like the asthma-related death in July 
of teen supermodel Krissy Taylor, 
hove attracted national attention and 
raised questions obout whether doc- 
tors recognize and properly treat the 
disease. 

Taylor's doctor had not diagnosed 
her with asthma, though the 17-ycar- 
old Floridian had been treating her 
breathing problems with an over- 
the-counter inhaler. Her death was 
attributed to an irregular heartbeat 
triggered by asthma. 

Experts soy Taylor’s case typifies 
the problems with asthma: Doctors

don't adequately diagnose it, and 
patients try to treat themselves with 
nonprescription remedies that may 
help during an attack but do not treat 
underlying asthma causes. . 

Others don't do enough to avoid 
substances that trigger asthma 
attacks. 

The big culprits ore the same 
things that cause allergies: Dust, 
mold, pet hair and cockroaches. 

“Allergies and asthma are not the 
some,’’ says Dr. John Anderson, head 
of the allergy and immunology divi- 
sion at Detroit’s Ford Hospital. Yet 
they ofien coincide. Four of five chil- 
dren with asthma have allergy prob- 
lems; half of adult asthmatics are 
allergic to a range of items, Anderson 
says. 

But there arc 200 or more other 
causes of asthma, ranging from ciga- 
rette smoke to viral infections, and 
from household chemicals to pollu- 
tion.
